More than 1,800 students, the 
largest enrollment in the 
history of the summer program 
at UTM are expected to enroll 
for the 10-week summer 
quarter, Henry C. Allison, dean 
of admissions and records, said. 

FIRST TERM classes meet 
June 17-July 20 and second-term 
classes meet July 21-August 23. 
Incoming freshmen and 
transfers are being asked to 
attend a one-day orientation 
and preregistration program 
Wednesday, June 16. 

The summer program has 
experienced a tremendous 
growth in recent years. Since 
1965, the number of students 
enrolled for one or both of the 
five-week terms has more than 
doubled from 708 in 1965 to an 
anticipated 1,800 in 1971. 

"THE SUMMER quarter is 
the ideal time for the incoming 
freshman to begin his college 
education and to make the 
transition from high school to 
college,” Allison said. “Since 
the classes are smaller during 
the summer quarter and there 
are fewer extracurricular 
activities, the student will have 
more time to devote to 
academics.” 

“The University’s com¬ 
mitment to superior quality 
education goes beyond the 
traditional concern for im¬ 
parting knowledge and 
developing intellectual skills,” 
Chancellor Archie R. Dykes 
said. “It also includes the 
sharpening of values, the 
fostering of moral sensitivity, 
and the development of a sense 
of personal responsibility. The 
kind of person ultimately 
produced as a result of the 
educational experience is the 
central concern of UTM.”

But 
here, in the world of books, 
here is the dimension through 
which he can see himself in 
print. Here is where he can 
journey down boyhood with 
Huck Finn. Here is where he 
can enter the center of the 
strange and marvelous world of 
the heart, and a mystical thing 
we call compassion. Without 
moving one physical inch, the 
student can walk down fog 
shrouded 19th century Lon¬ 
don with Sherlock Holmes or 
sail the high seas with Cap¬ 
tain Blye.

The future of the Obion-Forked Deer drainage project, now 
pending in the Memphis court of Judge Bailey Brown, will have a 
direct and possibly drastic effect upon a seemingly insignificant 
part of nature-a single tree. 

THIS TREE, the oldest east of the Rocky Mountains, is a large 
bald cypress located between Sharon and Greenfield on the 
middle fork of the Obion River. Here at the time of Columbus, the 
tree will be left high, dry. and dying if the middle fork is chan¬ 
nelized by the US Army Corps of Engineers. 

Provisions must be made that the centuries-old cypress con¬ 
tinue to survive in naturally wet surroundings. With the cutting of 
a channel will come the lowering of the area's water table and the 
eventual destruction of the tree. 

IT HAS BEEN proposed that 8,000 acres, with the tree on the 
northern boundary, be set aside for a management area, even¬ 
tually in conjunction with a state park. Without the mitigation of 
this tract, one of Tennessee’s lesser known but unique natural 
features will be sacrificed to the massive channelization 
program. 

Those interested in the preservation of this area near our 
campus, and in a true ecological commitment for this state, are 
encouraged to contact their elected representatives.
